On Monday, Gooding ond other City 
Council members voted to hold a special 
informoijonol meeting on Dec. 18 about 
Gov. Phil Bott's rcccm agreement with 
federal ollicials to resume nuclear waste 
shipments to Idaho. 

Councilman Lance Clow, who brought 
the motion before the council, said he and’ 
many residents arc not well-informed 
about the nuclear-waste deal. Council 
members may never pas.s a resolution con- 
cerning Butt’s agreement, but they need to 
understand waste storage at the INEL and 
the details of the agreement, he said. 


The INEL sits above the Snake River 
Plain Aquifer, which supplies drinking wa- 
ter to the Magic Valley. 

Clow said he would invite representa- 
tives of the INEL. the Department of Ener- 
gy, the state of Idaho and the Snaife River' 
Alliance to speak following the council’s, 
regular meeting on Dec. 1 8. 'Members ot; 
the public may submit short, written ques-; 
tions to the council before Dec. 14. 

Councilmcn sold they want to avoid an 
emotional public hearing, so questions 
about radioactive-waste storage and Bait’s 
agreement will be reviewed in advance and 
posed to the presenters by council mem- 
bers. 

Balt's deal with the DOE allows ra- 
dioactive waste to be stored at the INEL, 
cast of Arco, until 2035 at the latest. 
Copies of the document are available at the 
Twin Falls Public Library, a library ofTiciul 
said.

I TWIN FALLS - Gone arc the heady 
days when Twin Falls won national and 
slate recognition for its number of mo- 
torists who wear scat belts. 

Now it’s slightly below Idaho’s average. 

“This is the first time wc haven’t been 
leading the state,” said Spencer Williams, 
local chiropractor and chairman of the 
Buckle Up For Safety and Bucks commit- 
fee. “I’m a little concerned about that.” 

The figures are collected by the Idaho 
Transportation Department during random 
surveys of passing cars at street comers in 
Twin Falls. 

The committee has campaigned for five 
years to reduce the number of fatalities in 
the area, particularly during holiday weeks 
wHen the mo.st accidents occur, Williams 
said. 

Twin Falls won recognition from the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Depart- 
, mem in 1992 for being the first city in Ida- 


. ho to reach the 70 percent seat belt use 
goal set by ihen-Prcsidcnt George Bush. In 
1993, then-Gov. Cecil Andrus awarded 
Twin Fulls for the highest .seat belt use 
over 70 percent, according to a news re- 
lease. 

This year, only half of Twin Falls 
drivers surveyed during a recent count by 
the stole were buckled up. slightly below 
the .state overage, Williams said. The aver- 
age for Twin Falls is -typically 70 percent, 
he said.

Balkan negotiations continue 
all night; outcome uncertaih

DAYTON, Ohio — ^ Balkan negotiators 
headed into a second all-night session 
Monday in a desperate effort to settle Eu- 
rope's bloodiest conflict since World War 
II. 

Prospects for an agreement remained un- 
certain. 

"It’s really still 50-50," a U.S. ofTicinl 
said in declaring a news "lid” shortly aflcr 
8 p.m. MST. ruling out further announce- 
ments at least until oflcr dawn. 

Some Balkan Icoders suggested n new 
round of lolks may be needed to resolve 
the contentious issue of how to divide 
Bosnia into ethnic republics. ' 

As the tolks teetered on a knife’s edge 
beyond a U.S.-imposed deodlinc. President 
Clinton intervened from Washington with

Senior members of both the Bosnian ond. 
the Serbian delegations confirmed that the 
talks hod mn into trouble over tcrriioria] 
issues but stressed that negotiations were 
continuing into the night.

Frightened residents wearing fatigues 
beat bushes in seareh of mysterious killer! 

Whatever jt may be. thc^ircaiurc respon- 
sible fora string of animal deaths this year 
hos generated both fear and satire in this 
U.S. commonwealth. 

Coats, hens, rabbits and geese all have 
follcn prey to the nocnimal killer that re- 
putedly sucks their blood, leaving them 
lifeless. No one can explain why. 

Angela Lajes found her dog and her si.s- 
tor’s two cats dead in the southern city of 
Ponce earlier this month. 

"It sucked Qut the animals' blood and 
took out their guts and ate them," she said. 

The daily tabloid El Vocero reported 
that Puerto Rico's Drocula hod a 'field 
night on Hallowcftn with a toll of five 
goals and 20 parakeets "sucked dead.” It 


depicted the killer as a pointy-tailed devil. 

Mayor Jose Solo of the northeastern 
town of Canovonas hos led two search par- 
ties since Oct. 29 to find the culprit. Some 
of the vigilantes wore foiigues ond carried 
guns. 

Solo plans another search soon. He says 
he knows the creature is close because he 
can. smell it — like o pig form, only 
stronger. 

"It has killed more than 40 animals in 
this town. The fanners ore worried,” said 
Soto, who Is seeking rc-cicclion next year. 

Residents of this Spanish-.spcaking U.S. 
commonwealth have dubbed the creature 
’‘chupaeobras.’’ which translates as “goat- 
sucker.” 

The Son Juan Star newspaper dedicated 
0 humor column to the mystery, headlined 
’‘Hunting for the Gootsuckcr." The 
scarchera, it said, found a political pony 
was killing oniroals to divert attention 
while it registered voters for next year’s 
San Juan mayoral election.

FULLERTON, Calif. (AP) — A 
light plane trying to landiin fog 
slammed into an apartment build- 
ing as people were waking for 
Monday, killing the two peo- 
ple in the aircraft and a woman in 
her bed. 

Fire swept through the four-unit 
building, forcing eight to 10 people 
into the streets, some in towels and 
blankets. One firefighter was in- 
jured. 

“My mom didn’t make it,” said 
Jeremy Ernst, 20, standing on the 
sidewalk with his father, Ron, as 
' emergency crews worked inside. 
Sharon Ernst was still asleep when 
the plane hit about 6:35 a.m., they 
said. 

An Twin Falls television slotion 
reported that Sharon Ernst. 46. 
moved to California with her fami- 
ly from southcentral Idaho’s Rupert 
less than 10 years ago. 

Ed Borgcll, whose apartment Is 
next to the Ernsts, was getting out 
of the shower when he felt the 
building shake. 

“We used to just sit there and 
watch the planes go by,” he said. 
Residents said the planes flew so 
low you could read their tail num- 
bers. 

”We figured it could happen ... 
but -we never.reaJly thought-it -. 
would happen to us,” Borgclt said. 

Flames gutted the upper floor of 
the building, whieh hod two living 
floors above garage spaces.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A fed- 
eral judge Monday struck down 
irortions of voter-approved Proposi- 
tion 187, saying elements of the 
California law denying public ser- 
vices to undocumented immigrants 
are unconstitutional.

Amir became increas- 
ingly involved in anti-government 
protests. He led student trips to 
Jewish settlements on weekends, 
took part in demonstrations and dis- 
tnbut^ anri-govemment leaflets. 

In June, he helped set up an illegal 
settlement on the West Bank. In 
July, he was dragged by soldiers ofT 
a hill near the Efrat settlement along 
with dozaiA of other protesters.

should have lower property taxes. This is the first time 
we’ve had a governor say ‘We’re going to do it'." 

The group agreed to continue with the proposal to 
increase, the liquor soles surcharge and keep Rob 
Williams’ recommendation to take Jerome County out of 
the CSI funding district on the back burner in case the 
liquor tax increase doesn’t pass. 

"What needs to happen is people need to get with their 
Legislature," Williams said.

Six environmental groups 
went to court to halt the cut- 
ting.

River, a vital spawning ground 
for the endangered Snake 
River Chinook. 

The Environmental 
Protection Agency classified 
the sale as “environmentally 
unacceptoble." Will Stelle, 
regional director of the 
National Marine Fisheries 
Service, maintained logging 
there defied common sense. 

John McCarthy of the Idaho 
Conservation League said the 
bid occurred Monday without 
contacting the public.

Salisbury said seeds had grown 
into 40 plants in one chamber and 
17 in another but, since there is no 
gravity, the wheat looks weird. 

“It’s more like crab grass,” he 
said, growing in all directions. 

Salisbury said the wheat has 
been growing not in soil but in a 
nutrient-rich medium that resem- 
bles litter box filler. 

He said USU researchers will 
replicate the experiment aboard 
Mir next year. 


Escaping animals force Spokane 
officals to check into regulations 


SPOKANE (AP) — Cougars, 
Bengal tigers, bobcats and lions 
could find their range limited in 
Spokane County. 

Several recent eases of exotic ani- 
mols escaping from their cages have 
caught the interest of Spokane 
County planning officials, who 
hope to draft land-use rules for pri- 
vately owned exotic animals. 

“Our intention Is to determine 
which zones would be appropriate 
for animals, work up what on exotic 
animal would be and pul a defini- 
tion into the zoning code," said 
Stocy Bjordahl of the county plan- 
ning department. 

Naney Sattin. county animal con- 
trol officer, estimated as many as 
lOOsrxoiic animals, mainly large 
cats, arc kept as pets within the 
county. 

“I think people arc ready to have 


them regulated," she said. 

A Spokane Valley resident hod to 
drag her 150-pound cougar bock to 
its cage after the cat got free earlier 
this month. A 2-ycar-old, 18-pound 
bobcat wiggled out of its pen at a 
private zoo in north Spokane in 
June, but did not escape. 

The county does not regulate pri- 
vate collections and state law only 
requires that exotic animals be ea{^ 
tive-bom and bred and purchase 
from an oui-of-siate dealer or 
rceeived os a gift. 

However, the state Department of 
Fish and Wildlife does not recom- 
mend keeping exotie animals os 
pets, because of their natural 
instincts to seek out and kill prey, 
.spokeswoman Madonna Luers sold. 

• LaVina McGIcnn. whose pet' 
cougor roamed the Spokane Volley 
for two hours ofter escaping, said 


she would support licensing and 
owner education, but questioned the 
need for zoning rcgulotions.

An ordinance would require cur- 
rent exotic pet owners to comply 
with care and licensing guidelines, 
but would probably not require 
them to move.

• Don’t turn differences in 
opinion into parental competi- 
tion.

By accepting 
your partner’s viewpoint, parents 
teach their children tolerance and 
acceptance of diversity.

San Francisco (7-4) ngoin won without in- 
jured quarterback Steve Young, who warmed 
up before the game but watched from the 
sideline while Grbac completed 31 of 41 
passes.

Sergei Grinkov, who with his wife 
won two Olympic gold medals for a 
romantic skating;stylc that mirrored 
their off-ice love story, died Monday

The 28-ycar-old Russian was prac- 
ticing with his wife, Ekaterina 
Gordeeva, when he suffered an appar- 
ent hean attack and fell-to ihe-ico at 
the Olympic Center. 

A coach, Marina Zueva, was the 
first to reach him. Paramedics called 
to the rink shortly afler 1 1 a.m. trans- 
ported him to Adirondack Medical 
Center in Saranac Lake. Grinkov was

occording to his publicist, Linda 
Dozoretz. 

The apparent cau$e of death was 
cardiac arrest, but there was no ofll- 
cial diagnosis, Dozoretz said. Over 
the objections of Gordeeva, an autop- 
sy was plonned for Tuesday morning, 
said Essex County coroner Robert 
Huestis Jr. 

Grinkov ond Gordeeva were on 
tour with an ice show that had a 
scheduled performance in Lake Placid 
on Sotunlay. Tltey olso had skated lost 
week in 0 modo-for-telcvision show in 
Albany. 

However, Grinkov's chronic back 
problems kept the couple out of sever- 
al skating shows this fall and limited 
the kind oftricks they could do on the 
ice.

Gordeeva and Grinkov develop into 
one ol skating's most successful duos.

LINCOLN. Neb. (AP) - The Big 
Eight Conference surely wosn’t sup- 
posed to end like this. 

Nebraska vs. Oklahoma is one of 
the great rivalries in college football, 
one that has produced a “Game of the 
Century" and twice a matchup of the 
top two teams in the country. The 
teams have won or shared 32 of the 
Big Eight's 36 .titles. 

But few people arc expecting a 
close game when they play Friday in 
the Big Eight finale. No. 1 Nebraska 
is rolling toward a third consecutive 
national championship game, while 
Oklahoma is simply reeling. 

The Sooners (5-4-1, 2-4. Big Eight) 
have lost three of their last four games 
and will post their first losing league 
record in 30 years. Two weeks ago. 
following 0 12-0 home .loss to 
Oklahoma State, Sooner linebacker 
Broderick Simpson and offensive 
coordinator Gory Nord reportedly got 
into a .shoving match. 

No wonder Nebraska (10-0, 6-0) is 
favored by 331^ points to stretch its 
winning streak against Oklahoma to 
five games, which would be the 
longest since a six-game run from 
1931-36. 

The two ploy again next season 
when the Big Eight becomes the Big 
1 2. But the annual meetings will end 
aficr that, with Oklahoma in the new 
league's South Division and 
Nebraska in the North Division. 

“I'm a little sad to see it go." 
Nebraska coach Tom Osborne said. 
"TTtcrc's been a lot of good gomes in 
the conference, and quite a few of 
them have been with Oklahoma and 
Nebraska.” 

Osborne lost his first five games 
against Oklahoma as a head coach 
and cigin of his fust nine. He is 10-13 
against Oklahoma, the only Big Eight 
team with a winning record against 
the 23-year head coach. 

Oklahoma has upset a top-ranked 
Nebraska team twice before, but has 
beaten the Huskers only once in the 
last seven meetings. In its last six 


games, Oklahoma has scored 39, 24, 
17. 13. 10 and zero points. 

“What makes it so frustrating is 
that wc had high hopes at the begin- 
ning of the season,” Sooner tailback 
Jerald Moore said. "When the offense 
didn’t work, it all sort of came crash- 
ing down. We've lost a lot of fans in 
the lost three or four weeks. I guess I 
don't blame them.” 

Moore, who leads the team with 
962 yards, has nine of Oklahoma's IS 
rushing touchdowns. 

"Wc'vc always felt that we had 
enough talent - and still do - to com- 
pete with anybody and win the 
game,” Oklahoma defensive coordi- 
nator Kurt Van Valkcnburgh said. 
"This season is frustrating for every- 
body. 

“If wc didn't come in and challenge 
them, we could have avoided the situ- 
ation. We could have said this is a 
long-term project. Wc would hove 
been cheating the players and the uni- 
versity if wc had gone that route." 

Van Valkcnburgh and his defense 
will have their hands full. 

Nebraska leads the nation in rush- 
ing (413 yar^ per game) and scoring 
(54 points). Only Florida Stale aver- 
ages more yards than Nebraska’s 571 
per game. The Sooners allow 93 
yards rushing and 290 overall per 
game. 

"They arc a lot more explosive thon 
people give them credit for,” Van 
Valkenb^urgh said of the Huskers. 
"They run very well, of course, and 
the option gome usually leads to big 
yards.” 

Running Nebraska's option is quar- 
terback Tommie Frazier, who is 
locked in a close Heisman Trophy 
race with Ohio State tailbock Eddie 
George. 

Frazier leads the Big Eight in pass- 
ing ef^cicncy and has completed a 
career-best 58 percent of his throws. 
His 569 rushing yards ore second on 
the team and his average of 6.5 yards 
per cany is better than all but one of 
the nation's lop 20 rushers.

GAINESVILLE. Fla. (AP) - Steve 
Spurrier was .hemming and hawing 
his way through another news confer- 
ence when the subject turned to Chris 
Dociing. 

Suddenly, the Florida coach could 
hardly contain himself, his voice ris- 
ing into the high-pitched twang that 
reveals his passionate side.

But Docring won't be the only 
great receiver on the field Saturday.

TUCSON (AP) - Police plan to 
question three University of Arizona 
football players - including all-con- 
fcrcncc safety Brandon Sanders - 
aficr the players were identified by 
victims in two shooting mcidenis, a 
spokesman said Monday.

All three players were accused in 
assault-related problems earlier this 
year, with charges stili pending 
against two. 

Investigators from the aggravated 
, assault unit were tracking down three 
people who claimed to have been 
shot at in a car early Sunday outside a 
Tucson nightclub, along with wit- 
nesses, Mejia said. 

He said investigators would ques- 
tion Brandon Sanders, an all-Pncific- 
10 Conference strong safety, and cor- 
nerback Derrick Stewart aficr gather- 
ing all available information. 

“We want to make sure we have all 
the information accurately reported 
and documented to us,” be said. 

The first incident occurred about' 
1:30 a.m. Friday in a restaurant paric- 
ing lot. One of three men inside a car 
got out, ollegedly fired shots, used his 
pistol to hit a man standing in the lot, 
then Icfi with the other two. 

Witnesses identified the assailant 
as receiver Jeff Nadeau, Mejia said. 

Mejia said potential charges in the 
two incidents could range from 
aggravated assault to attempted rriur- 
der. 

“We're informed that these inci- 
dents have not even been investigated 
yet," Arizona football coach Dick 
Tomey said.
